Aldermen, and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Andover. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourth  Annual  Report  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

In  the  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough,  195^  was  a record  year  in 
several  respects.  The  infantile  mortality  and  neonatal  rates  were  the 
lowest  yet  recorded  at  A, 2 and  nil  respectively,  compared  with  national  averages 

of  23,8  and  16.9. 

Since  195&  was  a year  of  non  prevalence  of  measles,  only  27  notifications 
of  infectious  diseases  were  received  (confirmed)  as  against  278  for  1955. 

This  figure  includes  5 confirmed  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  8 notifications  having 
been  received. 

The  big  public  health  event  of  1956  was  the  issue,  for  the  first  time 
in  this  county,  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine,  a step  forward  which  we  hope  will 
have  a profound  effect  on  the  fight  against  this  serious,  and  so  often 
disabling,  disease.  At  the  moment,  although  vaccine  is  in  very  short  and 
spasmodic  supply,  we  have  enough  to  protect  all  children  previously  registered, 
and  we  should  soon  be  in  a position  to  extend  the  list. 
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Another  increase  lias  token  place  in  the  number  of  children  protected 
against  diphtheria,  hut  in  smallpox  vaccination  we  ore  still  far  short 
of  the  ideal  of  total  infancy  protection* 

Throughout  the  year,  X have  had  every  co— operation  and  assistance 
from  your  Chief  Officers  and  other  members  of  the  Council's  staff,  and 
I wish  to  record  my  appreciation* 

I would  again  bring  to  your  notice  tho  team  work  which  has  been  evident 
throughout  the  year,  and  this  is  shown  also  by  the  fact  that  I have  received 
reports  from  your  Borough  Surveyor  and  Housing  Manager  on  which  I have  drawn 
for  material;  also  from  Miss  B.L,  Robertson,  the  Sooial  Y/orLei  lor  the 
National  Corporation  for  the  Care  of  Old  People,  whose  interest  in  the  people 
of  Andover  is  now  well-known# 

I am  grateful  too,  for  tho  excellent  work  done  by  my  secretary, 

Miss  M#  B,  Lo\man,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  increasing  range  of 
her  work  which  has  boon  occasioned  by  my  duties  undertaken  on  behalf  of 
tho  County  Council, 

lour  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  A.  R.  Tarrant,  and  the  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr,  R,  K,  Crow,  have  oarried  out  their  duties  in  their 
usual  efficient  and  enthusiastic  manner,  A considerable  amount  of  routino, 
unnoticed  work  foils  on  theso  officers,  and  I am  grateful  to  them  for  their 
continued  assistance  throughout  the  year.

The  extra  work  entailed  in  preparing  the  slum  clearance  programme  and 
the  supervision  made  necessary  by  the  new  Pood  and  Drugs  Regulations,  have 
greatly  added  to  their  duties,  and  I express  my  thanks  to  them  for  their 
loyal  co-operation  and  the  high  standards  they  have  achieved.

The  Death  Rate 


The  local  death  rate,  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  was  10.93  per 
1,000,  which  is  0.77  below  the  national  average. 

As  in  previous  annual  reports,  the  main  cause  was  heart  disease  which 
accounted  for  VI. 6 per  cent  of  the  total  (A0. 5) • This  is  ° question  of 
losing  on  ‘'the  swings"  what  one  has  gained  on  "the  roundabouts",  as  iar 
as  the  conquest  of  disease,  in  the  earlier  age  groups,  is  concerned. 

Within  this  figure,  however,  is  the  appalling  national  increase  in  incidence  of 
coronary  thrombosis  in  people  whom  one  would  normally  expect  to  have  a consider*, 
life  expectation#  la  recent  years,  a great  deal  of  interest  - and 

research  - lias  been  concentrated  on  this  subject.  The  disease  has  oeen 
attributed  to  many  causes,  among  them  being  the  stress  of  modern  living. 

Possibly  of  even  more  importance  is  the  "standard"  oj.  living  now  applicable 
to  most  sections  of  the  community  - richer  foods  and  more  "inactive"  leisure, 
resulting  in  overweight,  high  blood  pressure  and  the  accumulation  of  predisposing 
products  of  diet.  "All  things  in  moderation"  seems  as  good  a slogan  as 
one  can  devise  in  the  prevention  of  cardiac  onslaught. 

Cancer  deaths  amounted  to  13.8  per  cent  of  the  total,  a decrease  of 
0.A  per  cent  on  1955.  7 people  died  of  cancer  of  the  lung,  an  increase  of  2, 

and  all  were  men.  We  still  await  a definitive  pronouncement  of  the 
relationship  of  this  disease  to  cigarette  smoking  and  in  the  meantime  the 
evidence  is  good  enough  to  offer  the  advice  "Don't  l"  to  young  people. 

No  deaths  occurred  in  infectious  illness  in  childhood,  but  one  faxality 

was  associated  with  childbirth. 
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The  infant  mortality  rate  of  L.2  per  1,00  live  births  was  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  in  the  Borough,  while  the  neonatal  mortality  (deaths  of  infants 
under  A weeks)  was  precisely  Nil.  The  national  figures  for  these  two 
rates  are  23.8  and  16.9  respectively. 

although  such  results  must  always  do  gratifying,  I give  the  usual 
warning  the t with  a small  population  such  as  Andover's,  too  much  significance 
should  not  oc  placed  on  them.  A slight  cliange  in  aggregates,  the  one  way 
or  the  other,  mokes  a disproportionate  difference  in  incidence  acid  mortality 
rates.  But  it  is  always  pleasant  to  report  that  for  a specific  -oeriod 
at  least,  on  improvement  has  taken  place.

1 956  was  not  & dominant  year  in  measles,  only  one  ease  being  notified.

Y/hooping  cough  was  not  very  much  in  evidence  dviring  199^#  and  only  8 
cases  were  notified.  Y2c  are  reasonably  optimistic  that  wo  shall  see  1 ewer 
serious  oases  of  whooping  cough  and  possibly  fewer  in  number  in  all  of 
this  disease,  through  the  wide- spread  use  of  whooping  oough  vaccine, 
which  in  Andover  is  being  employed  in  an  increasing  degree. 

There  were  7 cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during  the  year,  all  of  a 
relatively  mild  nature#  The.  hospital  sorv  .ocs  are  seldom  used  tor  scarlet 
fever  nowadays,  except  in  eases  where  social  conditions  make  it  advisable 
that  admission  should  be  sought. 

There  wore  no  notifications  of  diphtheria#  Other  notifies tions  included 
those  for  acute  pneumonia,  dysentery,  puerperal  pyrexia  and  poliomyelitis# 

Poliomyelitis  took  its  toll  in  1956,  although  fortunately  no  totality 
resulted.  There  were  8 notifications,  of  which  9 wore  contirmed,  3 oeing 
of  the  paralytic  variety  and  2 non-paralytic.  Again  the  disease  started 
relatively  late  in  the  year  - the  beginning  of  September,  and  for  the  last 
quarter  the  cases  wore  evenly  distributed#

The  year  1 95^  has  not  seen  the  beginning  of  any  new  scheme  to  assist 
elderly  residents  in . the  borough  as  the  Council’s  Housing  project  had  to  bo 
postponed  for  financial  reasons.  There  has,  however,  been  steady  progress 
and  expansion  Ox  all  the  existing  services,  both  those  provided  by  the 
local  authority  and  by  voluntary  organisations  in  the  town.  Of  the 
statutory  services,  the  Home  Help  service  is  assisting  an  increasing  number 
of  elderly  people,  and  additional  and  modernised  wards  have  been  opened  at 
St.  John's  for  frailer  people  who  ore  needing  the  care  of  a home. 

Voluntary  organisations  have  been  active  in  the  widening  field  of  welfare 
work  for  the  elderly.  The  chiropody  service  run  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee  has  been  much  in  demand.  The  Committee’s  visitors  also  keep 
in  touch  particularly  with  elderly  people  who  are  confined  to  the  house.  The 
om  ^co-p^e  s llas  settled  into  the  new  building  and  now  has  well  over 

200  members.  It  has  been  extending  its  activities  throughout  the  year  with 
tne  help  of  many  different  organisations  - in  particular,  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society,  whose  Headquarters  adjoin  the  building,  and  whose  medical 
loan  service  is  also  of  great  assistance  where  elderly  people  are  being  nursed 
at,  home.  Only  a few  requests  have  been  received  during  the  year  by  the 
National  Corporation’s  Social  Worker  for  night  help  for  elderly  people.  The 
.I.V.S.  has  continued  to  meet  the  personal  difficulties  of  some  old  people  when 
needmg  to  replace  worn-out  clothing,  and  a helping  hand  with  gardening  has 
been  given  oy  the  local  branch  of  Toe  H.  where  this  has  been  a source  of  anxiety, 
arties  of  elderly  residents  were  again  able  to  take  advantage  of  cheap 
lo  iday  xacilities  at  Ventnor  and  at  Swanage,  and  the  cost  of  arrangements  for 
their  journeys  was  met  through  the  generosity  of  the  Rotary  Club, 
xhe  holiday  at  Swanage  had  been  organised  for  Hampshire  residents  by  the  Hampshire 
council  of  Social  Service,  which  has  begun  holding  information  courses  for 
people  interested  in  old  people’s  welfare  work,  and  also  ran  a very  successful 
jver-Sixties  Handicraft  Exhibition  and  Club  Rally  last  summer,  in  which  the 
undover  Club  took  part.

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 
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Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

In  the  current  interest,  rightly  being  shown  in  the  newer  vaccines,  we 
are  apt  to  forget  that  basically  one  of  the  best-tried  and  proved  protections 
is  against  smallpox. 

At  31st  December,  1956,  1 81  persons  had  been  primarily  vaccinated  or 
re- vaccinated  against  smallpox.  This  is  a slight  fall  on  last  year’s  total  (192 
The  percentage  of  infants  vaccinated  in  the  first  year  remained  approximately 
the  same  — just  over  50  per  cent.  — and  this  is  still  dangerously  low# 

This  is  such  a needless  risk  that  it  is  surprising  that  parents  should  inflict 
it  upon  their  children.  In  order  to  give  a still  wider  choice,  vaccination 
facilities  are  now  available  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  throughout  the  County. 

The  response,  however,  falls  very  far  below  our  hopes,  despite  the  increased 
convenience. 

Once  again,  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  in  the  Borough  in  1956. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  protect  and  maintain  protection  against  this 
foul  .disease.  When  many  communities  ore  reporting  a poor  response  to 
immunisation  offers,  I an  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  Andover  has  maintained 
a good  record.  There  has  been  an  all-round  increase  in  the  number  protected 
in  1956.  23 A children  (206)  completed  a full  course  of  primary  immunisation 

and  271  (246)  received  ’’booster"  doses.  In  this  latter  figure,  the  School 
Health  Service  played  a major  part,  where  all  entrants  to  junior  schools  are 
offered  immunisation  as  soon  as  possible  after  entry. 
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Last  year,  l said  that  I hoped  facilities  would  soon  be  made  available 
for  protection  against  three  diseases  - diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  - 
in  the  one  course  of  injections. I am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  rewort  that  this 
is  now  an  accomplished  fact  and  the  new  vaccine  is  rapidly  superseding  the 
other  types,  for  primary  immunisation.  Tetanus  is  not  a common  disease,  but 
an  extremely  serious,  often  fatal  one,  and  there  is  no  earthly  reason  why  any 
unnecessary  risk  should  be  run  when  the  solution  is  so  simple. 

The  time  may  not  be  too  distant  when  the  major  infectious  diseases  can  be 
regarded  as  a thing  of  the  past.  The  new  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis,  although 
in  very  short  supply  at  present,  gives  hopes  of  a strong  attack  against  this, 
one  of  the  most  disabling  of  diseases.  Lost  year,  only  a few  weeks 
wore  available  for  immunisation  and  23  children  cacli  received  t\/o  injections. 

No  child  receiving  the  vaccine  developed  poliomyelitis,  but  of  course  the 
number  is  so  small  that  no  significance  is  yot  attached  to  this  result. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  323  c.c.s.of  vaocinc  are  available  for  distribution 
for  registered  children  in  the  Borough.  This  will  enable  doctors  in  the  town 
to  vaccinate  the  entire  "register”  list.  Thereafter,  it  is  hoped  that  regular 
issues  will  be  made  so  that  a much  wider  group  of  children  can  be  protected. 

In  this  way,  we  are  hopeful  that  poliomyelitis,  like  diphtheria,  will  become  a 
thing  of  the  past  - a state,  however,  which  con  only  bo  achieved  by  a wide 
acceptance  and  fullest  sense  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  parents* 

No  responsible  Author! ty  can  fail  to  give  its  approval  to  any  safe  measure 
which  will  increase  the  chances  of  healthy  living  for  the  most  important  section 
of  the  community  - the  children. 
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Administration  of  Health  Services 
National  Health  Service  Act,  191+6, 

The  administration  of  these  devolved  services  is  carried  out 
by  the  Andover  and  ICingsclere  District  Health  Sub -Commit  tee  of  the 
County  Council* 

The  work  brought  before  this  Committee  is  largely  in  the  form  of 
report,  and  the  view  has  been  expressed  that  too  little  in  the  way 
of  major  decisions  come  before  the  Committee,  This  is  undoubtedly 
true,  but  the  main  reason  for  the  existence  of  this  body  is  to  interpret 
the  ncads  of  the  district  as  expressed  ih  the  limited  scope  by  which 
these  requirements  can  be  met  short  of  full  delegation. 

The  Committee  has  at  its  disposal  a considerable  amount  of  information 
on  the  health  of  the  local  districts  and  an  important,  if  not  spectacular 
side  of  the  work,  is  the  appointment  of  district  nurses  and  the  detailed 
knowledge  of  the  work  being  undertaken  in  the  respective  districts. 

Reports  are  submitted  each  meeting  on  infectious  diseases,  births  and 
deaths,  inspection  of  nurseries,  immunisation  and  vaccination, 
midwifery  and  maternity ^ services,  homo  help  services,  nursing  accommodation, 
and  matters  of  health  importance  in  which  the  three  districts  have 
a common  interest. 

The  fact  that  a report  is  often  submitted  in  the  form  of  work  done 
rather  than  for  a decision  for  work  to  be  done,  should  not  detract  from 
the  interest  in  local  health  affairs  nor  the  need  for  expressions  of 
constructive  criticism  on  how  the  administration  can  be  improved. 
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Fluoridation  of  7a tor  Supplies 

TLe  Council*  s resolution  of  ifth  Ootobur,  1955$  "to  add  to  the 
existing  fluoride  in  tho  water  supply  was  implement c d on  1 7th  July,  1956, 
when  tnc  plant  installed  at  Government  expense  began  operating* 

In  the  in Gcrvol  detailed  dental  examination  of  pro— school  and  junior 

sohool  children  was  carried  out  by  independent  dentists.  In  all,  1,385 
children  between  the  ages  of  2 and  12  years  were  examined*  Only  72  out  of 
this  total  of  1,385  were  found  to  be  free  of  dental  decay.  The  incidence 
therefore  in  this  important  section  of  the  community  - many  of  us  think 
THE  most  important  section  - was  9k. 8 per  cent. 

Ihe  results  of  fluoridation  achieved  in  communities  whioh  have  now 
had  the  benefit  of  fluoridation  for  nearly  12  years,  amply  justify  the  decision. 
Dental  decay  has  been  reduced  by  50  -*  60  per  cent  and  more  and  more  children 
are  completely  free  of  dental  disease.  Medical  findings  in  study  and 
control  areas  hove  failed  to  demonstrate  any  significant  difference  in 
other  disease  rates. 

Since  17th  July,  1956  to  30bh  April,  1957,  the  number  of  water  samples 
taken  ior  analysis  of  fluoride  content  was  932,  including  check  samples 
token  without  warning  at  varied  distribution  points,  and  further  re-checked 
by  the  Government  Chemist*  s Deportment. 

The  plant  is  operating  satisfactorily  and  the  water  in  supply  is 
Doing  fluoridated  to  the  recommended  level. 


Water  Supplies 


Public  Supply 

The  Council  have  completed  the  relief  water  main  to  the  western  side  of 
the  town  via  Marlborough  Street  and  Charlton  Road  to  afford  a better  distribution 
in  the  western  high  level  areas  and  to  provide  a supply  during  emergency 
repairs  to  the  trunk  main  through  Bridge  Street. 

The  new  Pumping  Station  was  commissioned  in  February  195&  with  new  automatic 
electrical  plant  operating  on  off-peak  electrioity  during  off  peak  hours 
i.e.  7 p.m*  to  7 a.m.  in  vdntor  and  for  the  whole  2k  hours  in  summer.  This 
new  pumping  unit  was  combined  with  aeration,  chlorination  and  ammonia tion  plant. 
Fluoridation  plant  was  installed  and  operated  as  from  July  195&,  the  Council, 
in  this  instance,  acting  as  agents  for  the  Ministry  of  Health.

There  is 
still,  however,  heavy  infiltration  in  the  High  Street,  West  Street  area  rnd 
in  the  lower  New  Street  area,  the  latter  section  heing  scheduled  for 
reconstruction  early  in  1 957.

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Housing 

I era  grateful  to  the  Housing  Manager  for  the  follov/ing  report  on 
housing  progress  during  the  yoar:- 

Thc  Council  before  the  war  had  built  I87  houses  mainly  for  slum  clearance 
purposes,  and  to  meet  the  post  war  demand,  a steady  building  programme  has 
been  carried  out  to  provide  homes  for  applicants  on  the  waiting  list, 

A total  of  709  houses  and  flats  have  been  provided  by  the  Council  since  the 
war  including  50  temporary  bungalows.  The  latest  housing  scheme  to  be 
completed  is  the  Leigh  Roac^/Bere  Hill  Crescent  estate  which  provides  89 
3 bedroomed  houses  on  a site  which  has  been  used  to  the  best  advantage  by 
a layout  of  terraces  following  the  contours  of  the  land. 

The  housing  waiting  list  remains  at  over  R00  applicants  of  which  a large 
proportion  are  elderly  couples  and  single  persons.  The  houses  included  in 
the  Council’s  slum  clearance  programme  also  contain  a high  proportion  of  small 
families,  and  proposals  have  been  made  to  provide  suitable  1 bedroomed  and  2 
bedroomed  houses  suited  to  the  needs  of  such  families. 

The  slum  clearance  programme  should  be  advanced  during  the  next  year 
by  providing  txijse  small  houses,  and  in  future  it  will  be  necessary  to  allocate 
a larger  proportion  of  houses  to  meet  the  needs  of  these  families  who  are  still 
living  in  homes  which  arc  most  unsuitable  by  present  improved  housing  standards. 
New  sites  which  are  now  being  developed  are  Ash  Tree  Road  (24  houses) 
aid  Silver  Birch  Road,  where  the  Council  is  providing  2 shops  in  a central 
position  on  the  existing  estate. 
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Another  new  venture  is  the  Wolversdene  Close  estate  where  work  is 
■well  advanced  on  6 houses  which  have  been  provided  for  purchase  by  tenants 
of  the  Council  or  applicants  on  the  waiting  list.  The  price  of  these 
houses  will  be  £1,850  and  mortgages  will  be  available  so  that  purchasers  need 
only  deposit  £5.  and  pay  the  legal  costs.  This  should  provide  an  opportunity 
for  those  who  need  houses  and  are  unable  to  meet  large  deposits  in  addition 
to  the  cost  of  furnishing. 

The  financial  aspect  of  the  Council’s  housing  work  has  been  prominent 
during  the  year  when  a rent  policy  was  introduced  to  rationalise  the  rents 
of  post-war  houses.  The  object  has  been  to  fix  the  -rents  of  all  houses 
providing  accommodation  at  the  same  level.  Present  inclusive  rents  of  post-war 
3 bedroomed  houses  are  £1,  13s,  6d,  a week  and  prefabs, 2 bedroomed  flats 
and  houses  are  £1,  6s,  lOd  weekly.  Pre-war  3 bedroomed  houses  are  let  at 

inclusive  r ents  of  £1 , Os,  lOd,

The  Council’ s caravan  site  at  Pickett  Twenty  is  occupied  by  a total  of 
16  caravans.  Improvements  will  be  made  to  the  site  during  the  next  year. 


Further  Notes  on  Housing 

The  housing  programme  has  slowed  down  to  some  extent  during  1 956  but 
during  the  year  Bcre  Hill  Crescent  Estate  was  practically  completed,  ochemes 
were  prepared  for  aged  persons  flats  and  flatlets  with  communal  facilities  to 
be  erected  in  Suffolk  Road  but  were  abandoned  mainly  owing  to  the  high  interest  rat 
A new  site  was  developed  for  houses  for  sale  at  Wolversdene  Close  and 
preliminary  work  was  carried  out  on  the  Ash  Tree  Road  site.  Houses  were  in  course 
of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year  on  both  these  sites. 


The  Borough  Surveyor’s  records  show  that  A 9 houses  were  erected  by  the 
Jouncil  during  1956,  47  hy  private  enterprise  and  two  by  the  Housing  Society,

The  Counoil  subsequently  made  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for  the 
purchase  of  the  whole  of  the  land  and  buildings  comprised  within  the 
area.  Further  ration  la  still  pending* 

Re-housing 

The  Public  Health  Committee  gave  consideration  to  the  question  of  rehousing 
persons  from  houses  in  respect  of  which  slum  clearance  action  had  been  taken 
and  a suggestion  that  a joint  meeting  with  the  Housing  Committee  be  held  was 
receiving  attention  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Housing  Repairs  anti  Rents  Act,  1954* 


1 Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  revoked  during  the  year. 
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Moveable  Dwellings 

(a)  Sites  for  Moveable  D\ rollings 

There  are  three  licensed  sites  used  for  residential  purposes. 

The  site  at  Harewood  Garage,  London  Road  was  licenced  for  a further  period 
of  12  months,  the  licence  providing  for  12  caravans  to  bo  stationed  on  the  site. 

The  licences  in  respect  of  The  Crescent  Caravan  Site  and  Iclcniold  Way 
Caravan  Site  were  revised  to  provide  for  IS  and  13  caravans  respectively, 

(b)  Moveable  Dwellings 

Applications  for  individual  licences  were  granted  in  respect  of 
28  dwellings, 

(c)  Gamping  on  Unlicensed  Sites 

There  were  no  complaints  of  unlicensed  camping  and  none  discovered 
during  the  year,  but  the  usual  comping  occurred  in  Y/atery  Lane,  a Public  High\/ay,- 
and  v/as  dealt  with  by  the  police, 

(d)  Municipal  Camping  Site 

The  Housing  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  management  of  this  site 
with  the  Housing  Manager  as  authorised  officer  and  to  be  responsible  for  lent 
collection*  The  number  of  caravans  is  limited  to  16  having  regard 

to  the  facilities  provided  at  present. 
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Atmospheric  Pollution 


Complaints  were  received  regarding  a nuisance  due  to  grit  emission 
from  the  boiler  stack  of  a dairy  and  this  was  dealt  with  as  a statutory  nuisance 
under  the  Fublic  Health  Act,  1936  and  an  Abatement  Notice  served.  This 
resulted  in  the  conversion  to  oil  firing  and  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance. 

The  gas  works  continue  to  create  pollution  on  the  discharge  of  the 
retorts,  also  railv/ay  engines  at  the  Junction  Station  and  Goods  Yard, 

Complaints  were  received  regarding  pollution  from  shunting  engines 
and  Hie  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Station  Master  and  Locomotive  Inspector 
v/ith  the  result  that  instructions  were  issued  to  drivers. 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  1 956  became  part  of  public  health  law  and  gives 
local  authorities  new  powers  and  duties  for  the  prevention  of  air  pollution. 

The  Act  provides  that  the  provisions  shall  come  into  operation  on  dates  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  by  orders  laid 
before  Parliament. 

iji  order  appointing  the  31st  December,  1 956  has  been  made  to  bring  into 
force  the  provisions  to  deal  with  the  installation  of  new  furnaces,  the 
height  of  chimneys,  smoke  control  areas,  pollution  from  colliery  spoil  banks, 
research  and  publicity,  and  the  making  of  building  byelaws.  These  matters 
Kill  no  doubt  receive  the  attention  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  1937, 
particularly  the  amendment  to  the  Building  Byelaws  regarding  heating  and 
cooking  appliances  in  new  buildings. 
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Moat  and  Meat  Inspection 

Slaughtering 

Slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse,  Southend  Road, 
and  the  existing  contract  for  the  slaughtering  rights  was  renewed  for  a 
further  period  of  one  year  from  the  1st  July.  A Clause  prohibiting  Sunday 
killing  after  1,00  p,m.  and  evening  killing  after  6.00  p.m.  except  in  the 
case  of  genuine  emergency,  was  inserted* 

The  Slaughterhouse  is  recognised  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood  as  a Deadweight 
Certification  Centre  for  pigs  under  the  Pat  Stock  Guarantee  Scheme  and  the 
Council*  s Public  Health  Inspectors  act  as  certification  officers. 

1,300  pigs  were  dealt  with  under  the  Scheme  during  the  year. 

Inspection 

lOOf'a  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  was  carried  out,  details  of 
which  are  shown  in  Appendix  *D*  ( i) . This  entailed  6 95  visits  and  working  a greai 
number  of  hours  beyond  normal  during  the  year  including  Sundays, 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat 

No  difficulty  has  arisen  regarding  the  disposal  of  condemned  meat. 
Voluntary  surrender  of  all  meat  and  offal  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumpti 
is  obtained  and  a certificate  given  to  the  owner. 

All  unfit  meat  and  offal  is  weighed  and  immediately  removed  in  special 
bins  from  the  slaughterhouse  to  a separate  fly  proof  condemncd-meat-room  from 
which  it  is  taken  by  a reputable  contractor  who  has  entered  into  an  undertaking 
to  the  effect  that  the  meat  and  offal  would  be  adequately  processed  in  order  tc 
safeguard  the  public  health. 

All  condemned  meat  and  offal  is  severely  mutilated  and  stained  with  a 
vegetable  dye  before  it  is  permitted  to  be  removed  from  the  condcmned-mcat-rooir 
and  a receipt  obtained  from  the  contractor. 


Cysticcrcus  Bovis 

100/  inspection  of  beef  carcases  and  offal  for  the  detection  of  lesions 
is  carried  out  and  details  of  carcases  dealt  with  are  shown  in  Appendix'  'D*  (i). 

Affected  carcases  and  offal  arc  removed  to  Southampton  for  cold  storage 
for  a period  of  21  days  at  a temperature  not  exceeding  20°?,  This  complies 
with  Memo/ 3 • Meat,  but  the  carcase  is  labelled  and  a release  certificate 
issued  to  the  owner  which  permits  the  removal  of  the  carcase  at  the  expiration 
of  the  scorage  period*  No  difficulty  has  been  cjqporionced  in  this  respect  to 
date* 

Liver  Fluke 

The  continued  loss  of  liver  by  reason  of  fluke  (Distoma  Hepaticum) 
is  still  a matter  for  attention,  158  livers  and  200  part  livers  of  cattle, 
and  28  livers  of  sheep  being  condemned  during  the  year  1956, 

Watercress  Beds 

Watercress  growing  is  classified  as  one  of  the  industries  of  Andover 
and  a fair  number  of  persons  of  both  sexes  find  regular  and  seasonal  employment 
in  its  various  branches. 

The  groups  of  beds  in  the  Borough  of  Andover  cover  an  area  of 
appro xima  cly  12  acres  and  the  produce  finds  its  way  to  most  of  the  large 
markets  by  rail  and  road.  The  construction  of  a new  group  of  beds  near  the 
oily  Inn,  Charlton  Road,  with  deep  bore  water  .supxoly  was  completed  and  planted 
luring  the  year. 

Regular  inspections  of  watercress  beds  and  packing  premises  are  made 
and  samples  of  water  and  cress  are  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  as  necessary.  The  standard  of  purity  of  the  water  aimed  at  is  not 
less  than  that  of  drinking  water. 

One  sample  of  watercress  was  taken  in  course  of  delivery  and  reported 
-ipon  as  satisfactory. 
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Miscellaneous  Licences  Issued  and  Premises  Registered 
Game  Dealers  Licences 

Twelve  licences  were  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Pet  Animals  Act , 1 951 . 

The  above  Act  provides  for  the  licensing  of  persons  keeping  pet  shops 
subject  to  compliance  with  such  conditions  as  may  be  specified  in  the  licence. 
Two  licences  were  granted  in  respect  of  shops  selling  goldfish,  birds 
and  small  domestic  animals. 

An  application  in  respect  of  a stall  was  refused. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951* 

Under  this  Act,  certain  premises  wherein  any  of  the  filling  materials 
prescribed  in  the  Act  are  used  for  upholstery,  stuffing  or  lining  oi  bedding, 
toys,  baby  carriages,  etc.,  have  to  be  registered  with  the  Council,  The 
only  premises  required  to  be  registered  are  those  used  by  Enham  Industries, 
Enham  Alamein,  and  these  were  inspected  twice  during  the  year. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1953  to  1 

T3ie  above  Act  provides  for  the  humane  and  scientific  slaughter  of  animals, 
the  licensing  of  slaughtermen,  and  for  purposes  connected  therewith,  and 
covers  the  kinds  of  animals  and  types  of  instruments  to  be  specified  on  the 
licence.  Nine  applications  for  licences  were  granted  for  a period  of  twelve 
months  in  each  case.  Action  regarding  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year. 


The  Temple-Cox  and  Cash  captive  holt  type  humane  killer  is  used  at  the 
Public  Slaughterhouse,  also  a long  arm  Greener  killer,  which  fires  a bullet, 
is  used  on  occasions  for  bulls  and  dangerous  animals.  An  Electrolethaler  is 
used  for  stunning  pigs  and  sheep.  Every  endeavour  is  made  to  ensure  that  all 
snimals  are  slaughtered  "without  pain  or  suffering  and  demonstrations  of  the 
methods  employed  will  always  be  given  to  anyone  interested. 

Knacker’s  Yard 

T-ie  Knacker1  s Yard  at  Andover  Down  ceased  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
on  the  30th  September,  195^  on  the  expiration  of  the  licence  granted  under 
the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955* 

The  premises  are  now  used  for  cutting  up  meat  obtained  from  a Knacker’ s 
Yard  in  another  area.

to  control  rubbish  and  litter. 

Borough  Market 

Sales  by  auction  of  poultry  (live  and  dressed)  take  place  every  Friday 
at  the  Borough  Market,  Bridge  Street,  and  regular  inspection  is  carried  out 
before  sale.  No  wild  rabbits  were  exposed  for  sale  due  to  extermination  by 
myxomatosis.  An  official  Egg  Grading  and  Packing  Station  is  attached  co 
this  market,  and  strict  control  is  exercised  over  the  storage  and  disposal 
of  egg  yolks  from  breakages.

A good  deal  oi  progress  has  been  made  with  the  survey  of  food  premises 
since  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Regulations  and  all  the  most  important 
premises  were  dealt  with  during  the  year* 

A joint  report  on  the  Regulations  was  made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee 
by  the  Town  Clerk  ana  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  January  and  letters 
were  sent  out  to  all  occupiers  of  food  premises  setting  out  the  requirements 
as  to  personal  hygiene  and  the  main  changes  in  legislation* 

The  number  of  notices  and  inspections  made  docs  not  convey  the  amount  of 
time  devoted  to  this  work.  The  preparation  of  schedules  of  work,  interviews 
at  the  office  and  long  consultations  with  occupiers  on  their  premises  nearly 
always  follows  the  receipt  of  a notice,  but  with  the  limited  staff  available 
much  progress  has  been  made, 

Follo\/ing  on  the  report  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  January  a 
recommendation  was  made  to  the  Council  regarding  the  provision  of  a properly 
equipped  kitchen  at  the  Guildhall,  This  recommendation  was  accepted  by  the 
Council  and  a new  kitchen  on  the  1st  Floor  with  all  necessary  facilities  came 
into  operation  in  October,  also  a sink  with  a hot  water  supply  was  installed 
on  the  ground  floor  for  use  by  caterers  when  a licensed  bar  is  in  use*
